German peare offer as a tr a p w ith an 
a n nounc e m e n t that he would ask for 
increased power with which to carry 
on the war. according to full repo rts 
of his speech before th e cham b e r of 
deputies.

premier promised t h a t the g o v e rn ­ 
ment 
would

u n d e rta k e 
any 
scheme of national mobilization such 
as that involved in th e German home 
arm y plan. 
“ E vid ently ,” said the premier, “ re­ 
cent developments are serious, but it 
is necessary to recall w h a t h as h a p ­ 
pened in 1916.“ 
He declared

situat ion showed “ not a German, but 
a French victory, which, In tr u th , 
has been inscribed on F re nch flags.” 
The premier referred to the F re n c h 
success a t Verdun a n d t h e gains mad« 
on the Somme and derided G erm an y 
for its claim of victory while it was 
ta k i n g such measures as w h a t 
he 
termed the militarizing of the entire 
population.
